American Consular Agents 
Advise Countrymen To Take 
“Any Ship, Anywhere”

main nine. 

“I believe it certain that in the fu- 
ture this number will be so far ac- 
cepted that there will be no effort to 
make any further change. This is the 
thought and hope I have.”

In the spring and early summer 
; when range grasses are ‘green and 
‘when they first commence to dry, 
cattle and sheep on the range usually 
increase in weight quite rapidly—young 
cattle often gaining as much as a 
pound a day. 

Often after the feed has become 
thorcughly dried. and especially after 
it has been rained on or has been fed 
down closely, the stock commences to 
lose weight. When no supplemental 
feed is given the stock, many of the 
animals lose at least half of this added 
weight by the following grass time. 

If we look upon cattle and sheep as 
a means of marketing available forage 
and other feeds, it would not seem eco- 
nomical to let them make rapid gains 
on the best of the feed and then lose 
part of this later in the season. There 
are two methods of preventing this loss 
of weight gained during the good feed 


period. One is to sell the stock before ' 


the feed becomes poor in quality or low 
in quantity and the other is to supple- 


ment the pasture early with other, 


feeds.

ESCANABA, Mich. (lP\—A diet com- 
posed mainly of white cedar twigs is 
|'needed to keep a deer fat and healthy 
| experiments by the Michigan conser- 
‘vation department reveal. 


In studying the effects of deer food, 
the conservation department placed 60 
deer in separate one-acre pens. 


Forced to eat only the food that was 
given to them, the deer all lost weight. 
Coservation officials said the weight 
| losses showed that the reaction of the 
| deer to captivity was unfavorable. 


The deer lost the most weight, how- 
| ever, where white cedar browse was 
‘eliminated entirely from their diet or 
was present only in small amounts. 
Three deer given a diet of straight 
white cedar for three weeks registered 
' weight losses varying from 3 to 15 per 
‘cent. 
, Deer fed nothing but  jackpine 
‘browse for 11 weeks lost 34.4 to 38 per 
i cent in weight. In balsam fir pens 
| the weight losses were nearly as heavy. 
‘A fawn, transferred from thebalsam 
pen to a diet of white cedar, immedi- 
‘ ately stopped losing weight, however.

The total income of Austria’s 6,800,- 
000 population is estimated between 
6,000,000,000 and 6,500,000,000 schillings. 
Of this total, 4,300,000,000 are taxable 
incomes. 

Sixty-one per cent of the country’s 
tax revenues are drawn from salaries, 
21 per cent from industrial, commer- 
cial or other firms, two per cent from 
interests on capital and the rest from 
individual tradesmen and peasants.

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GULLS HONORED BY SHAFT 
IN UTAH INCREASING . 
IN BIRD REFUGE 


COLUMBIA, S. D. (iP}—Franklin’s 
gulls, trim mariner birds to which the 
Mormons in Utah once erected a monu- 
ment for saving crops from a cricket 
invasion, are a great help to farmers

The birds, according to Philip A. Du- 

mont, manager of the Sand Lake 
| water fowl refuge here, are increasing 
| rapidly. 
| Established several years ago under

| and now one of the leading waterfowl

refuge will return actual profits other 
‘than preservation of America’s fast-

One Year Old 


Wisconsin Pioneer In New 
Relationship Between 
Capital And Working Man 


By ANTHONY G. DE LORENZO

MADISON, Wis. (tP—A year ago to- 
day Wisconsin paid a jobless engraving 
company employe the first unemploy- 
ment compensation check in American 
history and opened a new relationship 
between capital and labor. 

The first check: under Wisconsin's 
pioneering job insurance law went to 
Neils B. Ruud, a Madison engraver, on 
August 17, 1936. Since then, more than 
180,060 unemployment benefit checks 
totaling $1,080,000 have been paid to 
52,000 Wisconsin workers. 

The right to receive benefit payments 
if they should be thrown out of a job 
by conditions over which employes had 
no control was inherited by more than 
400,000 Wisconsin workers on July 1, 
1936. On the same day 4,300 employers 
accepted the responsibility of _paying 
“part of the social cost caused by their 
own irregular operations.” 

Employers began building individual 
unemployment insurance accounts un- 
der a compulsory 2 per cent payroll tax 
on July 1, 1934. After three years of 
contributions and one year of benefit 
payments to unemployed workers, the 
net balance of the Wisconsin unem- 
ployment reserve fund exceeded $25,- 
000,000. 

The $1,080,000 that has been paid out 
in benefits to workers during the last 
year represented a sum equal to four 
per cent of the total contributions of 
employers since July 1, 1934.
